Indictments against Police 
Capt. William Greenspan and 
Cpl. George R. Wood were nol- 
prossed today by the circuit 
attorney's office, ending pros- 
ecution in the lengthy and ex- 
tensive police pay-off investi- 
gation. 

The new circuit attorney, 
Thomas F, Eagleton, s, 
in Circuit Judge Robert L. 


Aronson’s court and asked that 
the charges be dismissed. Plead 
investigation was begun in June 
1955 by Eagleton’s predecessor, 
Edward L. Dowd, who left of- 
fice Dec. 31. 

Eagleton, in a six-page state- 
ment, outlined for the court his 
reasons for nol-prossing the in- 
dictments. He pointed out that 
Ethel Clift, brothel operator 
and the state’s chief witness on 
most of the charges, has been 
unavailable as a witness. 

Commended by Judge. 

Judge Aronson commended 
Eagleton for his action, saying 
the circuit attorney had taken 
a “realistic attitude” about the 
cases and has performed his 
duty in dismissing them when 
the state could not hope for suc- | 
cessful prosecution. 

Eagleton also announced to- 
day dismissal of an indictment | 
charging Julia Lester, Negro, 
with perjury in connection with 
her testimony at a hearing on 
a defense motion by Greenspan 
The woman testified she had 
never seen or spoken to the 
police officer prior to the hear- 
ing. 

Greenspan and Wood have 
been under suspension by the 
police department since indict- 
ments were voted against them 
by the circuit court grand jury 
late in 1955. The Police Board 
will now decide whether the 
two police officers will be re- 
turned to active duty or if de-| 
partmental charges will be, 
filed. 

Seeking Reinstatement. 

Applications for  reinstate- 
ment were filed today by 
Greenspan and Wood after they | 
visited the. office of Police In- 
spector James F. Thompson at 
Police Headquarters following 
their discharge in court 

The four indictments against 
Greenspan charged him with 
accepting bribes from Ethel 
Clift and Grace Cavitt to 
permit operation of a brothel 
in the 4300 block of Chouteau 
avenue 

Wood was charged in two 
indictments with accepting 
bribes from the Clift woman for 
the same purpose. He also was 
accused, in three indictments, 
with committing perjury before 
the grand jury in the pay-off 
inquiry. 

Police Lt. F. Lyman Davis 
also was indicted as a result of 
the investigation but he was 
acquitted last Sept. 11 in a trial 
at which Circuit Judge James 
F. Nangle ordered the jury to 
consider all three pending 
charges against Davis. 

The Davis case was the only 
one that came to trial. Filing of 
defense motions caused the 
court to grant numerous con- 
‘tinuances in the trials of 
Greenspan and Wood. Green- 
span was finally brought to trial 
last June 11, but a mistrial was 
declared the following day be- 
cause of the death of a brother 
of Morris A. Shenker, defense 
attorney. 

Lost Strongest Case. 

Eagleton, in explaining dis- 
missal of the charges against 
Greenspan and Wood, said the 
state had selected its strongest 
case when it went to trial on 
the charges against Davis.

Nations Political Committee to- 
day to instruct the Disarma- 
ment Commission to make an 
early start toward drafting a 
limited arms reduction program 
which would begin with interna- 
tional supervision of nuclear 
production, as proposed by the 

United States. 

Dag Bryn, Norway's assist- 
ant secretary of foreign affairs, 
expressed the hope that tlie 
commission's subcomm ittee, 
composed of the united States, 
Russia, Britain, France and 
Canada, would speedily work 
out the details of a control sys- 
tem without allowing ‘‘disagree- 
ment and uncertainty about later 
stages” to prevent the initial 
step 

Bryn said he also hoped the 
subcommittee would agree on 
the establishment of a system 
for registering all large-scale 
nuclear iests to provide protec- 
tion against dangerous fallout 
and to seek means of restrict- 
iné all future use of nuclear 
prodution to peaceful purposes. 
Both objectives are included in 
recommendations made by the 
Unitea States. 

Moritorium on Tests Urged. 

‘Sweden called for a_ two- 
vear moratorium on the testing 
of nuclear weapons until a 
special U.N. committee has a 
chance to evaluate the effects 
of atomic radiation, the Associ- 
ated Press reported 

‘Sweden's Rickard Sandler 
proposed to the Political com- 
mittee that it consider such a 
“standstill” on tests until late 
in 1958. 

“From the genetic point of 
view, there is unanimity among 
scientists that every increase 
in the sum of radiation is 
harmful, and it is the sum that 
counts,” Sandler said. “We 
know all too little about those 
genetic consequences. ! 

With Japan and Canada as 
co-sponsors, Norway has intro- 
duced a resolution which as- 
sumes that iam \evehiaall pro- 
hibition of atomic weapons can 
be attained only in progressive 
stages and that, therefore, it 
should begin with the registra- 
tion of nuclear explosions “with 
the view of keeping the total 
and actual expected radiation 


in the world under constant 
observation.” 
The Norwegian spokesman 


praised the other United States 
proposals that the subcommittee 
consider creating machinery for 
inspection and verification 
which would permit military re- 
ductions in arms and manpower; 
control of long range missiles 
and other space vehicles. 
Japan Also Approves. 

Japan also spoke in behalf of 
the joint resolution, emphasiz- 
ing the danger of atomic fallout 
of which R. Sawada, deputy 
chairman of the Japanese dele- 
gation, said his nation was seri- 
ously aware. Fram the general 
point of view, he said, “what 
matters is that the whole pop- 
ulation of the world is exposed 
to increasing fallout.” 

The. Soviet Union has sub- 
mitted three resolutions con- 
cerning disarmament. They call 
for prohibition of tests of hydro- 
gen and atomic weapons; for a 
General Assembly directive to 
the Disarmament Commission 
to find ways of reducing arma- 
ments and abolishing nuclear 
weapons and requesting a spe- 
clal meeting of the assembly 
“on matters of disarmament” 
which “brook no delay.” 

Closed door meetings of the 
disarmament sub - committee 
were tentatively scheduled to be 
resumed in March when the 
General Assembly was expected 
to adjourn. 


SEA WOLF, SECOND 
ATOM SUBMARINE, 
MAKES FIRST TRIP 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) 
—The submarine Sea Wolf. the 
nation’s second atomic-powered 
vessel, got under way for the 
first time today, the Navy dis- 
closed 

A spokesman told a reporter 
the Sea Wolf pulled away from 
the builder’s yard, the Electric 
Boat division of General Dy- 
namics Corp., at Groton, Conn.. 
and started down the Tharhes 
river early this morning. 

In answer to inquiries, the 
Navy said this effort to test the 
controversial and unique nu- 
clear reactor of the Sea Wolf 
was a part of the builder's 
trials. 

The spokesman was unable to 
say how far down the river 
the submarine would attempt 
to go under atomic power or 
how long this first, moving 
phase of the trials would last. 

Early last fall the Navy con- 
firmed reports it was having 
trouble preventing corrosion in 
the Sea Wolf's super-heating 
equipment.

hower completed his first term 
Jan. 20 and the oath was ad- 
ministered on that day to pre- 
vent any possible confusion in 
the event of a crisis. 

Mr. Eisenhower came down 
the Capitol steps to the portico 
shortly after noon to the tune 
of “Hail to the Chief,” played 
by the Marine band. 

Seating Arrangement. 

The spectators saw Mr. 
Eisenhower move down the cen- 
ter aisle and take a seat behind 
and slightly to the left of the 
lectern. Vice President Nixon 
was at Mr. Eisenhower's left. 

In the first row at the Presi- 
dent's right were Mrs. Ejisen-

hower’s mother, Mrs. John Shel- 
don Doud; the President's son. 
Maj. John E. Eisenhower, and 
his wife, and their children, 
David, Barbara and Susan. 


In the first row at the Presi- 
dent's right were Senator Styles 
Bridges ‘(Rep.', New Hampshire. 
inaugural committee chairman, 
who introduced the various par- 
ticipants in the ceremony: 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas; Senator Theodore Fran- 
cis Green of Rhode Island: Mrs. 
Frank Nixon, the mother of the 
Vice President; Patricia and 
Julie, the Vice President's 
daughters, and F. Donald Nixon, 
the Vice President's brother, 
and Mrs. F. Donald Nixon. 


Other members of the two 
families and the remainder of 


the distinguished guests were 
seated in four rows of chairs 
behind the front row. 

The band struck up “The 


Stars and Stripes Forever” and 
after the spirited musical num- 
ber the Presidfint’s pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. Edward L. R. Elson, 
pastor of the National Presby- 
terian Church, delivered the in- 
vocation. The President had a 
fixed and solemn air while Dr. 
Elson gave the brief prayer, but 
his face brightened and his 
glance could be seen roving 
over the audience as Marian 
Anderson, noted Negro singer, 
sang “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 


Nixon Sworn In. 

The oath was administered to 
Nixon by Senator William F. 
Knowland of California, who 
has announced he will leave 
the Senate next vear and who 
may run for Governor of Cali- 
fornia in a move to deny the 
1960 Republican presidential 
nomination to Nixon, now the 
front-running candidate. Nixon 
is only 44 years old; Mr. Eisen- 
hower, at 66 the oldest man 
ever to embark on a second 
White House term, cannot by 
law fun again. 

Nixon, his right hand up- 
raised, repeated the words of 
the oath after Knowland with 
the utmost solemnity, but when 
he had finished he broke into 
a broad grin and shook hands 
with Knowland and the Presi- 
dent 


Following a prayer offered by 
Archbishop Michael of the 
Greek Orthodox Church, New 
York: a selection, “America, 
the Beautiful.” by the band: a 
song, “America,” by Brian Sulli- 
van; and another prayer by 
Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, chan- 
cellor of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of New York, the 
President bounced to his feet 
for his part in the performance. 


Chief Justice Warren, his 
black judicial robes fluttering 
in the breeze, took up a position 
at the lectern facing the Presi- 
dent. He began at once to read 
the words of the oath, speaking 
in a voice softer than that of 
the President When it was 
over, Mr. Eisenhower smiled 
and turned at once to pick up 
the text of his address from his 
chair. 


The benediction was given by 
Cardinal Edward Mooney of De- 
troit and the Marine band 
played the national anthem. 

When the last notes had died 
away Mr. Eisenhower put on his 
black hat and turned to walk 
up the aisle. He returned for a 
moment to the portico rail, 
however, to stand with Mrs. 
Eisenhower and Nixon and Mrs. 
Nixon for a few moments, smil- 
ing and waving to the crowd. 

Bundled in Raincoats. 


Crowds began to gather be- 
fore 9 o'clock on the gloomy 
plaza in front of the Capitol. 
A light drizzle was falling and 
early arrivals, as well as hawk- 
ers of souvenirs, were bundled 
in raincoats. 

During the early morning the 
classical portico, built out from 
the Capitol entrance for the 
President and Vice President 
and their families and high gov- 
ernment dignitaries, was empty 
except for wandering radio and 
television reporters carrying 
hand microphones, and photog- 
-raphers lining up focusing 
| distances. 

The microphone-studded lec- 
tern on the portico, which was 
decorated only with seals of the 
United States and of the Presi- 
dent, was covered with a white 
cloth, which was stripped away 
at 11 o'clock, about the same 


time that the Marine Band took | 


up its position. 

From the platform one could 
look out on a wintry scene done 
predominantly in tones of gray. 


Immediately 
portico. 
Beyond, dimly seen through 
| the leafless trees, rose the dome 
of the Library of Congress and 
the tacade of the Supreme 
Court building. On the right 
the House Office Buildings 
loomed, and on the left the 
Senate Office Building. Flags 
at full staff moved listlessly: 
there was no bunting on any of 
the Government structures. 
Photographers, denied admis- 
sion to the oath-taking at the 
White House yesterday, were 
deployed in great force. Most 
of them were perched on a 
high stand set up about 100 
feet from the portico rail. Mam- 
moth barrels of long-range cam- 
eras protruded like a row of 
guns on an ancient man-of-war. 


Preparations for the cere- 
mony, under way for several 
weeks on the plaza, included, 
in addition to the wood seats, 
tables and guard 
stockades around the 
trees in the park area. These 
were surmounted by barbed 
wire to keep ambitious climbers 
away. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock the 
scene began to take on life and 
color. A United States Navy 
dirigible drifted above’ the 
buildings and down below a 
sodden black mongrel, which 
had been bounding about in 
the laps of the spectators, made 
an inspection trip among the 
members of the band. 

‘To the Colors.’ 

At 11:30 o'clock a trumpeter 
played “To the Colors” and the 
flags and battle streamers of the 
armed services were marched 
in and arrayed at left and right 
of the band platform. 

As Gongressmen and distin- 
guished guests began arriving 
and taking up positions under 
the portico or along the railing 
of the wings, it was noticeable 
that the black homburg hat, 
popularized by Mr. Eisenhower 
at the 1953 inaugural, still was 
in favor. 


It was by no means uniformly 
worn, however. The most popu- 
lar headgear appeared to be the 
soft felt hat. Those closest to 
the President, including mem- 
bers of the cabinet, wore black 
homburgs, as did Gov. James 
M. Blair of Missour!, who was 
dressed in formal attire. Mem-

Mrs. Imparato, member of a 
wealthy Marceline family, poet 
and actress, drafted her will 
| Oct. 19, 1954. In it she ex- 
plained why she left only $1 
to her husband. 

“Ji as not made with any lack 
of love or gratitude for him... . 
He has shared with me always 
an antipathy for men who profit 
from their wives’ possessions, 
either during their lives or after 
their deaths,” she wrote. 

Imparato implied there ap- 


parently had been some misun- | 


derstanding about the subject. 

The will was filed for probate 
last Tuesday. In additional pa- 
pers filed over 
contesting the will, Imparato 
told Surrogate Samuel de Falco 
that his wife never had dis- 
cussed her financial status with 
him. He said the total amount 
of her estate came as a com- 
plete surprise. 

He charged that the friend. 
Miss Elizabeth Mitchell, exer- 

cised undue influence in draw- 
ing up the will, which he said 
was fraudulent.

Across all continents, 
nearly a billion people seek, 
sometimes almost in despera- 
ation, for the skills and 
knowledge and assistance by 
which they may satisfy from 
their own resources, the ma- 
terial wants common to all 
mankind. 


No nation, however old or 
great, escapes this tempest of 
change aiid turmoil. Some im- 
poverished by the recent world 
war, seek to restore their means 
of livelihood. In the heart of 
Europe, Germany still stands 
tragically divided.

s0, too, is all the world. 


The divisive force is inter- 
national Communism and the 
power that it controls, 

The designs of that power. 
dark in purpose. are clear in 
practice.

And it strives tc capture—to 
exploit for its own greater 
power—all forces of change 
in the world. especially the 
needs of the hungry and the 
hopes of the oppressed.

We re- 
spect, no less, their independ- 
ence and when in time of want 
or peril, they ask our help, they

—Attorney General Herbert

Additions to the Senate 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Periodically the American people 
become concerned about the lack of 
institutional arrangements in our 
governmental system for utilizing 
the unique experience and capacities 
of former Presidents. 


In recent years, this concern has 
been reflected in proposals, which 
we indorse, that these elder states- 
men be given the privilege of serv- 
ing in the United States Senate as 
Senators-at-large for life. 

At the same time, many Ameri- 
cans have been increasingly troubled 
by the fact that our existing machin- 
ery of government makes no provi- 
sion for using the talents and na- 
tional prestige of the most recent 
‘runner-up candidate for President. 

*. e * 

During the past two decades, oc- 
casional attempts have been made to 
remedy this anachronism by asking 
the losing candidate to serve as 
.Presidential emissary on a good- 
will tour abroad, or, reportedly, to 
serve on the United States delega- 
tion to the United Nations. But these 
generous offers have necessarily 
.been very limited in scope, and 
hence ineffectual. 


Moreover, they raise very diffi- 
cult problems of relationship be- 
tween the man elected President and 
the defeated opponent. 


We propose, therefore, that the 
runner-up candidate for President 
also be given the opportunity to 
serve in the Senate as a Senator-at- 
large for the four-year period fol- 
lowing the Presidential election. This 
‘would give the runner-up an effec- 
tive and helpful voice in the na- 
‘tion’s councils. 

We believe that both former Pres- 
{dents and the most recent runner- 
up candidate who would serve in the 
Senate under this proposal should 
be entitled to all rights, privileges, 
compensation and allowances of reg- 
ular Senators except that they 
should not be given a voice in the 
“organization of the Senate and the 
appointment of committees.

For the World’s Peace 


The break in congressional hearings, occa- 
sioned by the’ inauguration of Mr. Eisenhower 
for a second term, provides an opportunity to re- 
view the situation with respect to the White 
House’s request for a Middle East standby 
resolution. 

More than two weeks have passed since Presi- 
dent Eisenhower went in person to Capitol Hill 
to pledge economic aid to the Middle East and, 
in the event of Communist aggression, the use 
of United States military forces if deemed 
necessary. . 

In the intervening fortnight, Secretary of 
State Dulles has appeared before the commit- 
tees of both House and Senate that deal with 
foreign affairs. In the Senate the leadership 
showed the excellent judgment of having the 
important Armed Services Committee ;sit with 
the Foreign Relations Committee. 

In addition to the head of the Department of 
State, the congressional committees are hearing 
outstanding military leaders. Adm, Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told the 
House committee that passage of the proposed 
Middle East resolution would “practically elimi- 
nate the chances of war” in that area. Gen. 
Gruenther, recently retired after a distinguished 
military career which culminated in his command 
of NATO forces, described the President’s pro- 
gram as necessary to halt Soviet troublemaking. 
He said that unless the Kremlin’s tactics were 
challenged, the free world, including the United 
States, will pay a cost beyond measure, 

This delineation explains why an outstanding 
Democrat such as Speaker Rayburn is giving 
the President full support. To split the resolu- 
tion into parts and thus separate economic as- 
sistance from a declaration of standby military 
intent would be to weaken the President’s pro- 
posal in the eyes of the world. 

Already the Communists have begun their 
propaganda warfare at the Middle East target. 
The manifesto of Premier Bulganin and Chou 
En-lai on behalf of the Soviet Union and Red 
China respectively “condemns” American policy 
in that area. Its obvious purpose to try to 
fix the imperialist tag on the United States, 
nonsensical as that would be. 

Our proper course is just what it was before 
the Bulganin-Chou communique. It is to pro- 
ceed carefully, wisely and firmly to develop a 
strong policy that may well prove decisive in 
working out this serious international problem. 

The Post-Dispatch view of this situation can be 
simply stated. We regard the Communist threat 
to the Middle East as a potential threat to the 
peace of the world. We believe that the United 
States must have an adequate, well-defined pol- 
icy to cope with that threat. We see in the 

President’s request a means for deterring the 
penetration that otherwise might take place. 

Since the White House makes a most serious 
request of Congress, the members of the appro- 
priate committees are doing what they shouid 
do when they hear the witnesses and discuss 
the issues and the means with them earnestly 
and responsibly. After that will come the time 
to serve notice that the United States means 
business when it says it supports peace in the 
world. 
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If a Flag Is Wanted 

With no College of Heralds to guide them, the 
Freeholders may have their troubles if they get 
deeper into the redesigning of municipal sym- 
bols. With the city seal being eyed askance, City 
Art Museum Director Charles Nagel came to its 
defense, suggesting it would be far better if the 
Freeholders gave St. Louis a new flag. 

Since history and tradition are even more im- 
portant than sheer beauty where emblems are 
concerned, the flag is more vulnerable than the 
seal. It is not nearly as old. And if one follows 
Mr. Nagel’s logic that the flag should more near- 
ly represent the city's origins, one is reminded 
that there is an orphan flag, and a handsome 
one, available for adoption. This, of course, is 
the old French lily-banner, the flag of St. Louis 
the King, which was supplanted by the Revolu- 
tionary tricolor. 

Covered with golden fleurs-de-lis, it not only 
has the advantage of singular beauty but comes 
complete with a fine anthem by Master Francis 
Villon by way of “The Vagabond King.” Oh, the 
words would have to be doctored a bit since 
there is no enmity between St. Louis and Bur- 
gundy, but there is nothing wrong with the mar- 
tial air of “Forward, forward the lily banners 
go.” In fact, they are Municipal Opera favorites. 

But please do not get the idea that we are 
making recommendations. The problem is strict- 
ly for the Freeholders. 
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Hidden Under the Billions 

The size of President Eisenhower's new budget 
shocked many people, including the Cabinet 
member responsible for explaining it, Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey. How many more 
people would be shocked if they knew that the 
summaries which the general public saw actual- 
ly understated the true figures? 

How many people know that Government out- 
lays projected for the 1957-58 fiscal year are 
not the generally announced figure of 71.8 bil- 
lion dollars, which seemed quite high, but 
actually 82.9 billions instead? 

This 11-billion-dollar understatement, amount- 
ing to a hefty 14 per cent of the nominal total, 
comes about as the result of a tricky little busi- 
ness known as trust fund accounts. Social securi- 
ty taxes, payments into the railroad retirement 
fund, and the proceeds of special taxes levied 
to finance the 13-year highway program go into 
special trust funds instead of into the Treasury's 
big hopper. Likewise payments for social securi- 
ty retirement benefits, unemployment compen- 
sation, railroad pensions and the new highway 
program come out of the special funds instead 
of from general taxation, 

So far so good. But why should not these 
transactions show up in the summaries of the 
budget which are all that most of the public 
sees? There is no good reason so far as we can 
see. A Government expenditure is a Govern- 
ment expenditure, no matter how it is financed, 
and the public ought to be told what all of the 
expenditures, as well as all of the revenues, 
amount to. 

There might have been some excuse for seg- 
regating these expenditures so long as they re- 
ferred only to social security. A social security 
retirement benefit is not an optional Govern- 
ment expenditure, but a property right which 
a person has earned by payments into the trust 
fund. 

But we can see no excuse whatever for failing 
to list highway expenditures simply because 
under the new program they will be paid for by 
specially earmarked taxes. And it will become 
increasingly important to list them as the pro- 
gram grows year by year. 

For the next fiscal year, the “regular” budget 
figures given to the general public showed non- 
military expenditures of around 28.5 billion dol- 
lars. However, the trust fund account shows 
highway expenditures of 1.7 billion additional. 
This in itself may be an understatement, for 
estimates published at the time the highway act 


’ a] 


was passed last year put the 1958 expenditures 
at 2.5 billion. In any case it is clear that the 
budget “total” used by the President in his mes- 
sage is not an accurate totali—not by a long 
shot. We hope future budgets will put all the 
expenditures in one basket. The people are 
entitled to know the worst. 
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The Key to Home Rule 


If St. Louisans ever are to enjoy “home 
rule” over their school system and over their 
“county” level of government, they will need 
plenty of help from the Missouri Legislature. 

Home rule for the school system could be 
achieved with a simple act of the General As- 
sembly permitting the School Board to organize 
its administration in whatever manner it deems 
necessary. 

As things stand now the state requires the St. 
Louis system to support a cumbersome and 
costly overhead that includes four independent 
executive departments—instruction, building, 
finance and auditing, not to mention a captive 
architectural office. This is needlessly expen- 
sive. Every dollar put into it is a dollar that 
.might be used to improve education. 

Home rule for the city’s “county” layer of 
government will require amendment of the 
State Constitution. The Missouri Supreme 
Court ruling that the city enjoys home rule 


only over its municipal government—not its. 


“county” offices—makes this clear enough. A 
Constitutional amendment spelling out the city’s 
authority over these offices ought to be adopted 
in the Legislature and submitted to the people. 

Unhappily, it is much easier to talk about 
these needs than it is to get action on them. 
The key to home rule is the city’s delegation to 
the House and Senate. In the past these legis- 
lat@rs have been dominated by politicians who 
have a special interest in things as they are— 
that is, in the patronage in the county layer of 
government and in the School Board's building 
department. 

Even so, the picture is not completely bleak. 
At least a few important labor leaders realize 
that educational opportunities are being limited 
under the present system. {ff they could per- 
suade the leaders of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil to go along with them, home rule over the 
schools might arrive. 

As for the “county offices,” they are no 
longer exclusively a protectorate of the city’s 
legislative delegation. The St. Louis county 
legislators have a right to demand the most 
efficient government operation possible in St. 
Louis on the basis that those of their constitu- 
ents who work in the city contribute to its 
support through the earnings tax. 
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(,ood Sense on the Mansion 

The voice of good sense made itself heard in 
the discussion of the Executive Mansion at Jef- 
ferson City when Charles Van Ravenswaay, di- 
rector of the Missouri Historical Society, sug- 
gested that the building be remodeled and then 
permanently maintained in good condition. 

Sympathetic as many Missourians are with 
Gov. Blair’s reluctance to move into the Man- 
sion as it stands, they cannot forget that here 
is a fine and distinguished structure which 
ought to be preserved and ought to be used. 

It is shocking to learn how years of neglect 
have made the Mansion so uncomfortable and 
unsuited to modern living. But every one of 
the defects can be corrected by intelligent re- 
habilitation, and the result would be a home in 
which Gov. Blair and his successors would be 
proud to live. The Mansion is too splendid an 
example of nineteenth-century architecture to 
be allowed to fall into decay. 
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Delaying a Needed Inquiry 

A legalistic snarl is being woven around the 
investigation of possible labor-union irregular- 
ities by the Senate Government Operations sub- 
committee, the former McCarthy committee 
now headed by Senator McClellan of Arkansas. 

Some witnesses have refused to answer ques- 
tions on the ground that the investigators are 
exceeding their authority and are invading that 
of the Senate Labor Committee. |. 

Senator McClellan insists that his group has 
a right to determine whether union officials 
filed false statements with federal agencies, 
avoided the payment of taxes and the like, and 
he hints that he may seek a judicial determina- 
tion of the issue. 

The jurisdictional dispute, if it may be so 
called, is unfortunate. But it would be far 
worse if repeated charges of the use of union 
funds for private purposes, notably in the case 
of Dave Beck and the Teamsters’ union, were 
not fully aired. Union members themselves 
would be the worst victims. 

So it is to the credit of George Meany, pres- 
ident of the AFL-CIO, that he has pledged his 
co-operation in determining whether union of- 
ficials have cheated the Government or formed 
underworld alliances. 

Robert Kennedy, subcommittee counsel, said 
he received such a pledge directly from Mr. 
Meany, and that should mean that the AFL-CIO 
top leadership acknowledges the group’s jur- 
isdiction. 

The facts must be brought out because that 
is the only way the public interest can be served. 
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Ever Since the Madisons 

President Eisenhower’s four inaugural balls 
show that, like everything else in our country, 
the inaugural ball is growing. 

Early editions of this historic occasion were 
housed in saloons, and another famous general, 
Ulysses S. Grant, limited himself te one inau- 
gural dance for each term, though the Grant 
inaugural balls were such as President FEisen- 
hower could not expect—or wish—to equal. 

At the first, space was so inadequate that 
dancing was impossible, women fainted, and 
many persons lost their wraps. Revelers stayed 
all night trying to find their coats and hats 
among the unclaimed. 


The second Grant inaugural ball was if any- . 


thing more remarkable; tickets were $20, the 
hall was wooden and unheated, the temperature 
was zero, and the refreshments froze solid. 

For that matter, crowding—which many pres- 
ent-day Washingtonians consider a peculiarly 
modern nuisance—has been going on since the 
first inaugural ball in Washington, when Dolly 
Madison swept in wearing a buff velvet gown 


and President James Madison wore silver 


buckles on his shoes. Guests were so crowded 
they knocked windows out for air, a bulletin 
of the National Geographic Society reminds us, 

President James Buchanan's inaugural ball 
was more the one we would like to have at- 
tended. There were gold stars twinkling in a 
white ceiling. Guests ate 400 gallons of oysters, 
75 hams, 125 tongues, 500 quarts of chicken 
salad, and 1200 quarts of ice cream. Thus forti- 
fied, they danced till morning. ‘ 

There they are, all the inaugural balls of 148 
years of our history, and the second Eisenhower 
inaugural going into the history books along 
with them. 

May it happily presage good things ahead for 
the President and First Lady.

‘Eastern Europe, where the first two 
world wars had their origin, is the 
main axis of the struggle for the world. 
If the Communist hold on that deciding 
area is finally consolidated, then Com- 
munism will win world domination. 


But if the Communist hold there is 
broken and Eastern Europe rescued for 
the West, Communism will fall in the 
end no matter what temporary ad- 
vances it makes among the masses of 
Asia and Africa. 

By what has hap- 
pened in Austria, 
in East Germany, 
Poland and Hun- 
gary, we now know 


that Communist 
control in Central 
and Eastern Eu- 
rope rests on, and 
only on, Soviet 
armed might. 

If the Soviet 


troops get out of 
the now captive na- 
tions, and if there 
is a fair assurance 
that they will stay 
out, then these na- 
tions will move away from the Soviet- 
Communist orbit. The conclusion fol- 
lows: the supreme present objective of 
Western policy should be to get the 
Soviet troops out of Central and East- 
ern Europe, as far back as the 1939 
Soviet boundary. 


‘The Next Great Steps’ 


But the status quo in Eastern Europe 
is sealed by and rests on the division 
of Germany. For the Soviet troops to 
get out of Eastern Europe entails “a 
solution of the German problem”—that 
is, the reunification of East and West 
Germany, and a negotiated agreement 
among Germany, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia on the East German (Oder- 
Neisse) boundary. 

These, then, are the next great steps 
in the journey toward liberation and 
the defeat of the Communist plan of 
world conquest: the reunification of 
Germany, the negotiation of the East 
German boundary, the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from East Germany and 
the captive nations. 

But how could these steps be taken, 
granted the Western decision against 
a direct risk of war? Fortunately an 
actual test suggests the answer: by 
applying and generalizing “the Aus- 
trian formula.” 

That is, by the military neutralization 
of Central and Eastern Europe, includ- 
ing all Germany: withdrawing there- 
from all Western along with all Soviet 
occupation troops, guaranteeing ‘against 
their re-entry, and restricting the na- 
tions of the area to police and defen- 
sive armament.

Latent Fear of Germany 


Neutralization is not only an obvious 
precondition for a Soviet agreement to 
withdraw. It is also required from the 
point of view of the East European na- 
tions themselves, in order to remove 
what they inevitably see as “the Ger- 
man threat.” 

A latent fear of a rearmed and ag- 
gressive Germany slows their move- 
ment away from Moscow, and even 
prompts a voluntary wish that Soviet 
troops remain.- A German 
settlement and military neutralization 
go integrally together.

these, as if driven by the imperatives 
of. the new fluid situation. 

Unquestionably Bonn would have to 
reverse its established attitude toward 
the East German government. The 
West, by choice and by default, has 
ruled out a German reunification im- 
posed by superior strength or war. 
Therefore, if reunification is to come 
by some other route, negotiation be- 
tween East and West Germany canno,. 
be avoided, whatever the formalities 
at stake 

In an additional drastic reversal, 
West Germany, with the NATO powers’ 
consent, would have to be ready to 
give up its rearmament program within 
the NATO structure — provided, of 
course, that the objectives of reunifi- 
cation and Soviet withdrawal were at- 
tained. There is reason to believe that 
most Germans would accept this condi- 
tion without any great regret. 


Policy and Political Realties 


The policy here proposed is not an 
abandonment of the general strategy of 
liberation (conceived as the means to 
counter the Communist threat of world 
conquest), but an application of that 
strategy to political realities and spe- 
cifically to the fluid condition arising 
from the break in the seven year sta- 
bilization of the European front. 


If this policy were successful, then 
the captive European nations ‘outside 
the 1939 Soviet boundary) would have 
been partially liberated, however Com- 
munist their governments in the first 
stage. As Hungary proves in reverse, 
they would be in a position incompar- 
ably more favorable than at present for 
completing the transition to full liber- 
ation. 


The West would have a chance to 
reconstitute Europe, which does not 
exist under the present division. 


But why should the Communists ac- 
cept a proposal from which the West 
gains and they lose? In the first place, 
the loss is from their point of view 
neither unmixed nor irrecoverable. 


Under the proposal, the Soviet Union 
would be insured, at least for a period, 
against a German military threat of 
which Russians are always aware. On 
the western Soviet border there would 
be a line of nations which, if they did 
not remain friendly or docile, would 
be unable to do direct military - harm. 
Central and Eastern Europe would be- 
come for a period a buffer zone. 


Soviets in Grave Trouble 


The chance of a general nuclear war 
(which the Kremlin knows that it 
would be sure to lose) would be still 
further diminished. Along with a 
greater freedom of maneuver in non- 
European parts of the world, Moscow 
might hope to get a badly needed 
moral credit. 

Such real or seeming factors would 
sweeten the withdrawal. However, the 
chief reason for thinking that Moscow 
might accept the combined proposal 
rests on the fact that the Soviet Union 
is in trouble, grave trouble, first of 
all in Eastern Europe but inside the 
home boundaries as well. 


The Kremlin's failure to solve the 


over-extended, economically, politically 
and militarily.

“Mirage” is king-size in everything 
except taste. This dream of the Nile 
apparently has been conjured up by 
desire—for the fleshpots of Egypt, 
Mammon and De Mille. Never was any 
fiction more obvious, nor obviously 
aimed at the movie lots. 


If mush can have enough body to 
have a plot, here's “Mirage’’—Remi fol- 
lows Napoleon and his golden girl, 
Corrinne, to the Egyptian adventure of 
Bonaparte. “The Lady of Zennoobeh, 
the beautiful young princess of Egypt, 
is dazzied by his smile and his good 
looks. Corrinne Rouvroy, the golden- 
haired reigning beauty of Paris, finds 
in him a suitor whose ardor has had 
no equal in her experience.” And that 
“experience” is wide, if not handsome. 


Miss McKenney, who has written 
amusingly of her sister Eileen and 
staged “The Loud Red Patrick” to 
Broadway plaudits, introduces her 
novel with its own epitaph. She quotes 
from Webster's International: “Mirage:

Football Coach, 
Is De ad at 72 


COLUMBIA, S.C., Jan. 21 
(AP)—Billy Laval, one of the 
most colorful figures of the 
South Carolina sports scene for 
half a century, died last night 
of a heart ailment. He was 72 


\ years old. 


The small, poker-faced three- 
sport coach, who dominated the 
college athletic scene in South 


‘ Carolina almost nalf his career, 


had been ciling in recent years 
Death came at the home of a 
son here. 


Laval coached at five col- 
leges, had marked success in 
football at three and in basket- 
ball at one. He was an out- 
coach: and 
managed minor league teams 
and scouted for major league 
clubs. 

He broke into college coach- 
ing at Erskine in the early 
1900s, having four state cham- 
pions in five years while 
handling the baseball team. 
R. C. Grier, later president of 
the college until three years 
ago, was shortstop on one of 
his teams. 


He began college football 
coaching as a Furman assistant 
in 1915, became head coach the 
next year and stayed through 
1927. His record was 81 wins, 
32 losses, four ties, and eight 


state titles in 11 years. He 
moved to South Carolina where 
his record was 38 won, 27 lost 
and six tied in a seven-year 
span. 

After spending the 1935 sea- 
son as coach at Emory and 


Henry, Laval went to Newberry 
where he coached until a few 
years ago. 

Laval once managed the Co- 
lumbia entry in the old South 
Atlantic League, then had the 
franchise moved to Asheville. 
He also played and managed at 
Richmond in the Piedmont 
League. 


Laval was famous in coach- 
ing circles for offensive inno- 
vations in football, and was 
generally referred to as “The 
Fox’ for his cleverness at pre- 
paring original plays.

Winner in ’96, Dies 


BOSTON, Jan. 21 ‘UP) — 
James Brendan Connolly, who 
“hopped, stepped and jumped” 
to become the first Olympic 
champion in modern times, died 
last night at a veterans hospital. 


The 87-year-old Connolly, 
later known as the “dean of 
American sea story writers,” 


left Harvard University in 1896 


to compete in the first modern |

East St. Louis Church Group Decided to Act, Not Just Talk, and Aided Parents, 5 Children

ECAUSE an East St. Louis 

church leader was called up- 

on to lead a program in her 
Women’s Association last March, 
a Dutch family of seven is hap- 
pily at home in America and 
students at Hawthorne School 
in East St. Louis are receiving 
a daily lesson in the good 
neighbor pclicy. 

It was sort of a chain re- 
action. The story really began 
last spring when Mrs. C. J. 
Kurrus, chairman of Social Edu- 
cation and Action for the Wom- 
en’s Association of East St. 
Louis’s First Presbyterian 
Church, was assigned to. Jead 
one meeting and given her 
choice of subjects. By chance 
she chose the problem of bring- 
ing families from other lands 
to the United States as the 
theme, but the more _ she 
thought about it, the less sense 
it made to her just to talk 
about the subject and do noth- 
ing. 

So that day, after the pro- 
gram, she suggested to the asso- 
ciation that it consider bringing 
a family from Europe to East 
St. Louis. The association ap- 
proved the idea and it went to 
the minister, the Rev. Arthur 
Smith, and the church fathers. 
With their indorsement and 
active participation, the tenous 
threads of good will began to 
weave themselves into a bright 
future for an unknown Dutch 
family, to be selected’ by 
Church World Service. 

While the church people were 
preparing to receive a family 
they had never seen, thousands 
of miles away, in a suburb of 
Rotterdam, Leendert and Alyda 
Barendregt were dreaming of 
coming to America. It would 
mean a better life for their five 


children, they reasoned, and 
anyway, wasn't the Dutch 
Government encouraging such 


moves. 

So the Barendregts began to 
talk and dream and plan. And 
the East St. Louis church peo- 
ple were talking and planning, 
And somehow, through the 
Church World Service, those 
dreams and plans were fused 
together 

“We wanted a family with 
several children.” said Mrs. 
Kurrus, “because we knew each 
child would have something to 
contribute to our children and 
we wanted our new family to 
be represented in various age 
groups.” 

And that’s how it happened 
that in November, nine months 
after Mrs. Kurrus presented her 
program and her proposal, the 
Barendregts came to East St 
Louis, Leendert, Alyda and 
their five rosy-cheeked, wide- 
eyed children. They had only 
a little money in their pockets 
when they stepped off the train 


to find friendly faces in an 
alien land. They knew not a 
word of English. 

But that was nearly three 
months ago. Let’s bring our 
story up to date. The four older 
children are in school, over 


their first language hurdles and 
gradually learning to keep up 
with their classmates. Leendert 
and Alyda are being tutored in 
English at home. Leendert has 
a job and Alyda has already 
had guests for  dinner—on 
Christmas, at that. 


Yes, the Barendregts are be- 
coming part of East St. Louis 
and part of America.

SPOKANE, Wash 
HAVE just made a trip 
through the Middle West. at

ing over and sifting some of the 


parched earth through his 
hands. 
! am sure that the interest 


being shown in these areas will 
be deeply appreciated and prob- 
ably givé renewed courage to 
the farmers who must struggle 


through these diffieult vears. 
At best, they cannot remedy 
the damage in a short time: 


but they may get loans to tide 
them over, and they may even 
get rain which will help them 
in the immediate situation.

Otherwise these drouths will 
continue, the winds will come 
and blow away the topsoil, and 
when heavy rains do come there 
will be water erosign which 
will cause more damage.

In some places, shelter belts of 
trees should be pianted. 

This should not be left to the 
individual farmer, but should 
be carried out in the same 
grand scale as was done before 
in another area of our country. 
The individual farmer must con- 
sent to have the trees planted 
on his land, buf the work must 
be a Federal project.

1T WOULD HELP a great 
deal if we again had a labor 
force similar to that available 
in CCC camps in the depres- 
sion years. I have often won- 
dered if some of our difficulty 
with teen-age delinquent boys 
could not be solved by fewer 
correctional institutions and the 
establishment instead of a new 
CCC camp organization. This 
would only be of value for boys 
from 15 to 20, of course, but if 
they did a good day’s work and 
had a good educational program 
in connection with it, it would 
be difficult for them to have 
enough energy. left to be seri- 
ously involved in any type of 
delinquency. 

Such a program might be es- 
pecially valuable for youngsters 
in our big cities, building them 
up physicially, mentally and 
morally. It would help them 
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to gain respect for the size of 
their country, and give them a 
feeling of satisfaction in the 
work they are doing to help 
meet a grave situation. They 
could make over the landscape 
of the drouth areas of this na- 
tion. 

It does not make sense that 
a country which has the knowl- 
edge of what should be done 
cannot find a way to do it, par- 
ticularly when it might be pos- 
sible to solve at the same time 
a part, at least, of a problem 
that is equally important to the 
nation. For every teen-ager 
who becomes a juvenile de- 
linquent is a loss in manpower 


we can ill afford.
